“federal world government based 
on the democratic principles’' rati- 
fied their constitution by a unani- 
mous vole of the total member- 
ship when they met last Saturday 
at 17JL0 Eye Street. N. W. 

Dr. David Hawkins, associate pro- 
fessor of Philosophy, was selected 
as advisor to the organization. 

The election of officers, sched- 
uled for the meeting, was post- 
poned until March 1 when the 
group meets again, because ratifi- 
cation of the constitution consumed 
more time than was originally 
planned. 

The preamble of the new consti- 
tution states that “we urge that a 
federal world government based 
on the democratic principles be 
created to establish peace . . . (and) 
we are assuming the responsibility 
of educating ourselves so that we 
may help eolve the unsolved prob- 
lem of the prevention of war.”

When well-done, Inform The Hatchet that the affair 
will be held and any fine forthcoming In case of dis- 
approval will be paid. 

This plan of operation was used by the Interfra- 
ternity Council last week, when' It realized that the 
date of March 7, which it had set aside for the annual 
Interfraternity Prom had been previously closed for 
Cue and Curtain’s production of ‘‘Ladies In Hades.” 
This despite the fact that March 7 was the only night 
closed during the drama group’s four-day run. 

Last October, each Friday night of Cue and Cur- 
tain’s four productions was designated by the Student 
Council as closed. But the fraternity group nonetheless 
made its plans for March 7, and now boldly refuses 
to back down In order to comply with a regulation to 
which the entire University is bound. 

/ The Council approached Cue and Curtain with Its 

plans. Cue and Curtain replied that, under Student 
Council regulations, It saw no reason to relinquish the 
closed night. In addition, the drama society felt that 
one closed night per show worked no hardship on any 
organization at the University. 

We agree that Cue and Curtain’s stand is logical, 
reasonable, and justified. 

Approval or rejection df the Interfratemlty Coun- 
;;; y dl’a application for use of March 7 will be made at 
the Student Council meeting tomorrow night. But 
IFCs president has let It be known that regardless 
of the decision the prom will be held as scheduled, and 
should a fine be Imposed the group will forfeit the 
funds. 

We can see but one course of action for the Student 
Council: Denial of the application, the penalty of a 
heavy fine — not fifty dollars, hot five hundred — together 
with withdrawal of use of University facilities In event 
of violation. 

The Interfraternity Council must.be made to under- 
stand that the acceptance of a fine cannot balance the 
books. The punishment must fit the crime, and IFCs 
utter ’disregard for Student Council regulations and 
uncooperative approach to activities is a major offense. 
The verdict can only be "guilty hi the first degree." 


And The Coroner 
Mode No Report... 

• "REQUEST of The Grind, proposed humor magazine, 
for University recognition was conAiered on Febru- 
ary 13, 1947, by a group representing the Administra- 
tion, Faculty, and Student Body of The George Wash- 
ington University. The decisions of this group, 
reached unanimously, . . .” (our emphasis) have, as 
appears to be the custom, stifled student literary ex- 
pression — the fruits of many months’ labor, and one 
of the soundest financial programs ever developed by a 
University group on this campus. 

Once again, the Administration has "pulled a fast 
one" on the student body. Actually, the meeting re- 
ferred to In the above excerpt, taken from a letter sent 
to the editors of The Grind by the Chairman of the 
Committee on Publications, was a brief, to-the-polnt, 
special meeting called by President Marvin, at which 
time he made quite clear his abhorrence of any group 
possessed with the “dream" of publishing a campus 
magazine. Mincing no words, he gave the unmistak- 
able impression that any such group would be sup- 
pressed — eventually. 

Startling Is the fact that no vote was taken by the 
group which gathered in the President’s Office. But, 
the letter states that a "unanimous" decision was 
reached. This “song-and-dance" has a ringing note 
for all who remember the falsely reported “unanimous” 
vote for expulsion of an A. V. C. member by the 
Student Life Committee last fall. 

It la interesting that the three decisions of President 
Marvin, as relayed by Dr. Linton in his letter to the 
editors of The Grind (and published In last week’s 
editorial "To Do and Die”) contain no explanation for 
denial of recognition. 

The sound financial aet-up of The Grind was obvious- 
ly without flaw; therefore, the efforts of this group 
have evidently been crushed because of the magazine’s 
content, before they were given a chance to prove that 
It could possibly develop real merit. The natural Im- 
pulse to give "a second chance" — a fair trial — does not 
apply here, it seems. 

In May, 1941, a literary magazine called The Helicon 
appeared on campus. In October of that year, The Stu- 
dent Council, by unanimous vote, gave ita unqualified 
approval and placed the literary magazine's future In 
the hands of President Marvin and the Board of 
Trustees. 

Later in the month, the Chairman of the Committee 
on Publications sent a letter to Ray Arcaneaux, the 
editor of the magazine, which in body was a letter 
from the President. The letter from President Marvin 
stated, and we quote, "At the meeting of the Board 
of Trustees on October 9 . . . this leaves all of us in one 
accord — that a literary magazine would be a very 
desirable addition to the University . . . But Inasmuch 

. . . And Inasmuch . . . And inasmuch . . At that 
meeting the Board had decided that the venture should 
not at that time be entered upon. 

That magazine, like The Grind, was a financial suc- 
cess. The Helicon went on sale In the Student Club 
and was sold out In two hours. A second printing met 
with similar results. The Student Council at that time 
had voted unanimously to back The Helicon and ab- 
sorb any deficit (though none was anticipated.) 

Though The Helicon was a literary magazine and 
The Grind is a humor magazine, both were faced with 
the same situation. The supreme test of a magazine’s 
life should be whether or not It Is a financial success. 

We need only to cite that this University has had 
financially successful magazines. In 1926, a magazine 
known as the Colonial Wig was "as financially success- 
ful as most college literary magazines; at least, It 
paid Its just debts and was never permanently In the 
red . . . Very few college literary magazlnet could have 
boasted a brighter array of talent . . ." Tilts statement 
waa made In 1941 by the professor who started the 
magazine, the late Dr. Douglas Bement. 

In a letter to The Hatchet In 1941, Dr. Bement stated 
that the Colonial Wig was a self-supporting literary 
periodical. In his letter he stated "... the first con- 
tributor to our endowment fund was Mrs. William 
Mather Lewis, the wife of the then president of the 
University.” Upon Dy. Marvin’s assumption of the 
presidency, the Wig was combined Into a literary sup- 
plement to The Hatchet and, In Dr. Bement’s words, 
“It did not die from natural causes.” 

And the facts Indicate that The Grind did not die 
from “natural causes.” That The Grind Is a failure 

has not been proved. 

From all evidences, the prime prerequisite for a 
campus magazine is the blessing — which he chooses to 
withhold — of the President. 

The condemnation of the magazine defies all logic — 
all rational thinking. Must this stone wall be forever 
impenetrable?

Dear Editors; 

• TWO SIGNIFICANT events of the past week can 
not pasa unnoticed by persons who have taken an active 
interest In the campaign for opening Lisner Audi* 
torium to all citizens. 

I waa glad ( to aee the Hatchet express Ita opinion 
on the Lisner Auditorium question last week. Re- 
gardless of the opinion expressed, It’s a healthy sign 
when our student newspaper takes a deflitlte stand 
on a question affecting all of us. It was Interesting to 
note that your editorial expressed particular concern 
over what amounted to a discrimination against all 
theatregoers since its recent run of commercial pro- 
ductions had ended. 

The second event, the Board of Trustees' decision not 
to impose restrictions on functions of an educational 
nature, was a partial answer to your plea for re- 
opening the auditorium. The Board certainly deservei 
our commendation lor fhli step In the right direction. 

Concerning use of the auditorium for commercial 
functions, several observations might be made: 

1. That Washington needs a large, well-equipped 
theatre which doea not practice a restrictive audi- 
ence policy, 

2. That Lisner Auditorium can fill this need. 

3. That if and when commercial productions an 
shown at Lisner, arrangements should be made for 
a special student matinee at reduced price* for hold- 
ers of activity cardi. 

We are all aware that Univeraity functions take f 
precedence In us* of the auditorium. But if open 
dates are available, the auditorium should be used as 
a center of community cultural activities. The lift- 
ing of the color ban has enhanced GW’a prestige— 
the presentation of good plays, operas, and concert* 
would be a real contribution to community life.

Veterans Office 
Plans Increased 
Hospital Facilities 

• ACCORDING to . the Office of 

Public Relations of the Veterans 
Administration, the VA plana to 
open TT more hospitals In addition 

to the 123 now In operation. Vet- 
erans who served In the armed 
forces during peace time are en- 
titled to enter these institutions 
only If they have service-connected 
disabilities. 

The office also revealed that 
only 85.000 of the 14,000,000 World 
War II veterans had exhausted 
their unemployment allowances by 
last December 1. 

A total of 5,600 veterans with 
certain disabilities received auto- 
motive conveyance aids at Gov- 
ernment expense by the end of 
1946 . 

A monthly average of 47.000 vet- 
erans filed applications with Vet- 
erans Administration last year to 
convert thfelr National Service Life 
Insurance to permanent Govern- 
ment policies.

District Library Employment 
Director Advises On Careers 


• “IF YOU ARE Interested in books and in people, then the best 
field for you is library service,” said Mrs. Catherine Hauck, Uni- 
versity alumna, and employment director for the District Public 
Libraries. 

There is a nation-wide need for librarians, Mrs, Hauck said, 
and it is one field in which all 
specialists have no difficulty 
finding jobs. 

Opportunities within the field are 
varied, ahe continued, for librarians 
are needed in public libraries and 
school libraries as well as in gov- 
ernment, industrial, technical, and 
service libraries. 

Training within the field gen- 
erally Includes graduation from an 
accredited university, with a year’s 
post-graduate work. However, some 
universities offer degrees In library 
science at the end of a four year

• DR. LOWELL J. RAGATZ, speak- 
ing last night before the Business- 
men’s Club of Baltimore on ** the 
subject "Let’s Promote Internation- 
al Peace,’’ said, "If a world peace 
movement is now to succeed, It can 
be accomplished only by placing it 
on a popular basis and by making 
the average citizen realize the im- 
portance of placing international- 
ism above narrow nationalism. 

"After every war in modern 
times, ,r said Dr. Ragatz, "concerted 
efforts have been made to prevent 
another war. Notable movements 
in the past were Henry IV’s Grand 
Design following the Civil War in 
England, the German philosopher 
Kant’s Perpetual Peace Plan fol- 
lowing the Napoleonic Wars, and 
the League of Nations following 
World War I. 

'These plans failed,’’ Dr. Ragatz 
said, "because they were govern- 
mental projects and not responsi- 
bilities of the peoples of the na- 
tions involved. 

"A successful world peace move- 
ment calls for large-scale educa- 
tion." Dr. Ragatz believes that one 
of the best ways of achieving this 
is by the exchange of teachers, 
clergymen, newspapermen, publi- 
cists and students between the va- 
rious countries of the world. 

"Pi^judice between America and 
Russia would decrease if American 
students were to spend a year in 
Russia and Russian students a year 
in our country,’’ the speaker stated. 

Dr. Ragatz believes that mor? ef- 
forts In this direction are being 
made in the United States than in 
any other country In the world.

procedure by inexperienced hands, 
especially in small groups, Roberts 
went on to say that all leaders ef 
larger campus organizations should 
know the fundamentals of peril** 
mentary law, and recommended as 
guides "Robert's Rules of Order" 
and F. J. Haskln’s "Parliamentary 
Law.’’ These books should be pur- 
chased and then "put on the shelf* 
and referred to only when a dispute 
arises, he said. 

Roberts likened- Parliamentary 
law to democracy, both in funda- 
mentals and development. He states 
the four main principles of parlia- 
mentary procedure as follows: 

1. To promote equality and fair- 
ness. 

2. To bring about the orderly con- 
duct of businesa. 

3. To give the majority an oppor- 
tunity to carry out Its wishes. 

4. To protect the rights of the 
minority membership* 

The operation of parliamentary 
procedure and problems in con- 
ducting a meeting with orderly 
transaction of business were also 
discussed. In Roberts' opinion, all 
that is necessary for sn efficient 
organization Is a president who has 
a working knowledge of parlia- 
mentary procedure, a secretary who 
can keep records, and a treasurer 
who can be trusted. 

The conference was thesi opened 
to panel discussion and questions 
from the floor. 

Two more conferences will follow 
tomorrow’s meeting. These will be 
held on March 5 and 12, respec- 
tively. The topics for these nights 
will be "Special Aids’* and a "Model 
Meeting,” which will include a 
summary of the previous confer- 
ences.

At present, 
it Is a good bet that at the final 
whistle, Theta Delta Chi will have 
the lead, with Sigma Chi trailing by 
a slim margin and Kappa Sigma 
and Sigma Nu sitting in the third 
and fourth slots respectively. 

Possibilities are that If the SAE 
team defeats the ninth place TKE 
squad and the Sigma Chi outfit 
wins over the Sigma Nu team, the 
SAEs will move into the fourth 
place spot and gain a playoff berth 
While the Sigma Nus fade from the 
4th place, which they have been 
holding precariously for the last 
few weeks, into the number five 
slot and out of the competition. 

Of more than ordinary Interest, 
is the fact that the Sjigma Chls 
hold the fate of the SAEs ahd Sig- 
ma Nus. It Is of little worth 
whether the Sigma Chls finish the 
season In second or third place.

The outcome of that game is the 
premeditated choice of whom the 
Sigma Chis wish to meet in the 
first ^round of the playoff.

The cold fact is that if Sigma

By making a more Intensive 
itudy of the stars and planets, this 
special recorder may lead to the 
findings of new stars, discovery 
of life on several planets and In- 
formation about the stars’ Inner 
mechanism. 

First Investigation with the re- 
corder must be put off until sum- 
mer when the planet will be visible 
In the sky.
